Export Licensing 


EXPORT OF GOODS (CONTROL) (NO. 3) ORDER, 1944 


The Export of Goods (Control) (No. 3) Order, 1944 (S. R. & O. 
1944 No. 1424, price 1d.) made by the Board of Trade on 
22nd December 1944, and operative as from Ist January 1945, 
makes relaxations in the control of exports. 

The goods affected by the Order are dealt with in detail below. 

I. The following goods have been removed from, the Schedule 
to the Export of Goods (Control) (No. 10) Order, 1943, and 
eonsequently require licences only when exported to those 
destinations to which the export of all goods is controlled. 

Tron and steel (including alloy steel) in the following forms :— 
Castings and forgings, but not including machinery parts. 
Stampings and pressings with or without rolled edges, but 

not including machinery parts. 

Manufactures wholly or mainly of iron and steel the following :— 
Knitting needles, knitting pins and crochet hooks. 

Pot menders. : 

Sewing machine needles. 

Upholsterers’ skewers and pins. 

Manufactures wholly or mainly of non-ferrous (other than 

precious) metal, the following :— 

Bird-cages which, apart from glass, are wholly or mainly of 
non-ferrous metal. 

Ferrules. 

Handles and mounts for umbrellas, sunshades, walking 
sticks and canes. 

Manufactures wholly or mainly of non-precious metal, the 
following :— 

Animal (including vermin) traps. 

Appliances, apparatus, accessories and requisites for sports, 
games, gymnastics or athletics. 

Architectural and decorative metalwork. 

Articles of a kind commonly used in connection with the 
serving of food or drink, including waiters, stands, frames and 
holders. 

Badges, bangles, bracelets, brooches, buckles, clasps, cuff- 
links, ear-rings, hair ornaments, lockets, necklaces (with or 
without clasps), pendants, rings for the fingers, sequins, 
slides, studs (collar and shirt), tie-clips and tie-pins. 

Bells, bell domes and bell gongs. 

Book-ends, calendars, candelabra, candlesticks, crumb 
scoops, dinner-gongs, epergnes, inkstands and serviette rings. 

Bulbs of the kind used in aerated water syphons. 

Burial caskets and urns. 

Chains of a kind suitable for personal or domestic use, 
whether or not fitted with terminal attachments. 

Coat and garment hangers. 

Coffin furniture and fittings. 

Domestic implements of the kind commonly used for the 
preparation of food and drink. 

Fishing tackle and requisites the following :— 


Hooks, including hooks incorporated in baits or other 


articles. 


Other tackle and requisites (but not including deep sea 


fishing gear). 

Golf club parts. 

Haberdashery, the following :— 
Buttons. 
Fittings of a kind used on braces and suspenders. 
Hairclips, hair curlers, hair grips, hair pins and hair slides.

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III. By an addition to Article 5 of the Export of Goods (Con- 
trol) (No. 10) Order, 1943, the following goods are released from 
export licensing requirements unless exported to those destina-

(but not including soaps).

Exporters will, of course, appreciate that the above notice 
refers to export licensing requirements only and does not in any 
way affect any regulations which may be in force governing the 
manufacture of goods, including manufacture for export. 


Utility Apparel 


The Board of Trade have issued The Utility Apparel (Men’s, 
Youths’ and Boys’ Outerwear) (No. 3) Directions 1944 (S. R. & 
O. 1944 No. 1396), price 2d., amending the Utility Apparel (Men’s, 
Youths’ and Boys’ Outerwear) Directions 1943 (see Board of 
Trade Journal, 13th November 1943, page 426), The following 
changes are introduced :— 

(a) manufacturers ceiling prices for boys’ and youths’ blazers 
and boys’ velveteen knickers are increased ; 

(b) additional cloths are scheduled for use in the manufacture 
of men’s, youths’ and boys’ lumber jackets, youths’ and boys’ 
blazers, small boys’ knickers, youths’ raincoats and boys’ trench 
coats ; 

(c) men’s fustien working trousers and men’s fustien and 
Derby Tweed breeches and pantaloons may now be made to 
measure ; 

(d) the size range for certain types of boys’ knickers is ex- 
tended to include sizes smaller than 0000 ; 

(e) it is made clear that the ceiling prices for men’s, youth’s 
and boys’ suits apply only to suits which include an ordinary 
jacket, and that the ceiling prices for jackets do not apply to 
lumber jackets ; 

(f) the provisions relating to the use of linings in utility gar- 
ments are amended to make it clear that any utility lining 
bearing a four-figure specification number may be used, whatever 
its price, and that the reference in the Schedule to the types and 
minimum prices of linings to be used in particular garments 
apply only if non-utility or utility cotton or rayon bearing a 
three-figure specification number are used. 

The last-named provision is specially important in the present 
shortage of many types of linings. Owing partly to the needs 
of the demobilisation programme, there is not sufficient of these 
to permit all the men’s garments made in the next few months 
to be lined with the quality of lining that would normally be 
considered the most suitable. It is essential, in order to maintain 
a sufficient output of men’s, youths’ and boys’ clothing, that the 
fullest use should be made of manufacturers’ stocks of linings, 
even when this means some departure from normal standards of 
matching. Wholesalers and retailers, therefore, as well as the 
general public, are asked to accept suits with any serviceable 
lining. 


Rubber Boots for Deep-Sea Fishermen 


The Board of Trade have arranged a limited production of 
rubber three-quarter boots, containing a higher proportion of 
crude rubber than those available hitherto, specially for sale to 
deep-sea fishermen. These boots will be distributed by the 
manufacturer through the normal trade channels, but owing to 
raw material and production difficulties supplies will be very 
limited. The boots will be available in a few weeks and will be 
sent in the first place to traders serving the main fishing ports. 
The Board of Trade have issued a General Licence (S. R. & O. 
1944 No. 1410) (price 1d.), under the Regulation of Disposal of 
Stocks Act authorising traders to reserve their stocks of these 
boots (which are specially marked with the letter “ F ”’) for sale 
to deep-sea fishermen who can produce as a means of identifica- 
tion the supplementary clothing coupon sheet 8S. C. 7aor S.C. 7b. 
The Board point out, however, that before supplying a pair of 
these boots to any person a trader must still obtain from him 
the appropriate buying permit, which is the normal RB/1 permit 
applicable to boots of type IF/1. He must also collect either the 
appropriate number of coupons or an equivalent certificate.

AIRGRAPH INVOICES 


The above-mentioned Supplement also contains a copy of 
Government Notice No. 71, which amends Schedule I (A. Im- 
ports) of the Customs Ordinance by the addition of the following 
new paragraph : 

5a. In order to avoid delay in clearance of goods which occurs 
when invoices are delayed or lost in transit and the delay in 
costing when goods are cleared under the provisions of para- 
graph 5, invoices typed on airgraph forms will be accepted by 
the Customs Department as original invoices for the purpose of 
paragraph 2 hereof jn respect of imports from the United King- 
dom. Owing to the limited size of the airgraph forms, invoice 
details typed thereon need not be an exact copy of the Conference 
form now in general use, but all the particulars required by law 
to enable the Customs Department to assess values for duty 
purposes must be stated clearly. 

An airgraph invoice must be signed by the sender, the signa- 
ture being witnessed, and after the clearance of the relative 
goods, the invoice will be retained by the Customs Department. 





Trade and Industry 


Brazil 
DIRECTION OF TRADE IN 1943 


As a consequence of the war, Brazil’s international trade has 
been to a great extent confined to countries of the Americas and 
Africa, states ‘‘ Commercial Intelligence Journal,” issued by the 
Department of Trade and Commerce, Ottawa. Trade with Asia 
has been practically negligible, as only small shipments, amount- 
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ing to 0-11 per cent. of the total value of Brazilian exports and 
0-62 per cent. of the total value of imports, are recorded for 
1943. 

It is noteworthy that trade is being built up between Brazil 
and African countries, especially South Africa and the Belgian 
Congo. South Africa is at present the most important pur- 
chaser of Brazilian textile goods, having in 1943 bought 45 per 
cent. of the total value of the exports of this item, while the 
Belgian Congo occupied third position among purchasers with 
9 per cent. of the total. 

Total shipments from Brazil to Africa showed a decrease in 
volume from 42,239 tons in 1942 to 38,072 tons in 1943, but 
increased considerably in value, from 262,439,000 cruzeiros to 
870,025,000 cruzeiros. 

European countries bought 20-20 per cent. of the total value 
of Brazil’s exports in 1943 as against 27-66 per cent. in 1942. 
A slight increase was recorded in tonnage, from 735,909 tons in 
1942 to 761,677 tons, while value decreased from 1,951,246,000 
cruzeiros to 1,762,879,000 cruzeiros. Great Britain, despite 
war-time difficulties, increased its purchase of Brazilian goods 
from 534,586 tons in 1942 to 644,499 tons in 1943, there being, 
however, a slight decline in value, from 1,232,961,000 cruzeiros 
to 1,231,304,000 cruzeiros. 

Great Britain was Brazil’s seconds best buyer, taking 14-11 per 
cent. of the total value of exports. The principal Brazilian goods 
shipped to Great Britain were: preserved meat, rice, meat 
extract, cottonseed oil, frozen meat, coffee, hides and skins, 
crystal and raw cotton. Purchases by other European countries, 
such as Spain, Portugal, Eire, Sweden and Switzerland, were 
small. 

The largest part of Brazilian trade was done with North, 
Central and South American countries, which bought 70 per 
cent. of the total value of Brazilian exports in 1943, the same 
percentage as in 1942. 

The United States continued to be Brazil’s best customer 
with purchases amounting to approximately 52 per cent. of the 
total value of Brazilian exports as against 47 per cent. in 1942. 
Exports to the United States increased in tonnage from 1,071,119 
tons in 1942 to 1,232,537 tons in 1943 and in value from 
3,421,571,000 cruzeiros to 4,419,676,000 cruzeiros. 

Canada’s purchases from Brazil, however, decreased con- 
siderably in tonnage from 2-50 per cent. in 1942 to 0-56 per cent. 
in 1943, and in value from 0-56 per cent. to 0-44 per cent. This, 
however, may not be a real decrease, since, through the agree- 
ments between the three countries, Canada is receiving certain 
Brazilian products through the United States. 

Brazil’s trade with South American countries declined both in 
tonnage and value from 27-52 per cent. and 23-10 per cent. to 
23-81 per cent. and 18-03 per cent. respectively. 

Shipments from Brazil to Argentina, which country occupied 
third place among purchasers of Brazil’s products, likewise 
decreased in tonnage from 20-09 per cent. in 1942 to 17-65 per 
cent. in 1943, and in value from 13-24 per cent. to 9-18 per cent. 
Chile, which in 1943 was sixth among Brazil’s most important 
customers, also showed a decrease in purchases, from 1-08 per 
cent. in 1942 to 1-01 per cent. in 1943 in tonnage and from 
2-49 per cent. to 2-26 per cent. in value. Purchases by the other 
South American countries also fell off. , 


IMPORTS 


About 88 per cent. of the total value of Brazil’s imports in 
1943 which were valued at more than 8,000 million cruzeiros, 
were supplied by North, South and Central American countries. 
the United States alone having sold to Brazil 54°50 per cent. of 
this amount as against 53-66 per cent. in 1942. 

Canadian sales, which had decreased in 1942, showed an 
increase from 1-33 per cent. to 1-35 per cent. A further increase 
was recorded for shipments from Argentina to Brazil, from 
16-94 per cent. to 18-07 per cent., wheat being the most important 
product purchased from, Argentina. Brazilian purchases from 
other South American countries, however, decreased in 1943 as 
compared with 1942, with the exception of Venezuela, ship- 
ments from that country increasing slightly, from 0-60 per cent. 
to 1-96 per cent. Peru and Ecuador also showed small increases. 

The value of shipments from Europe to Brazil decreased 
from 617,071,000 cruzeiros to 602,499,000 cruzeiros. This 
represents 9-92 per cent. of the total value of imports in 1943 as 
against 13-29 per cent. in 1942. Purchases from Great Britain 
rose from 5-80 per cent. to 7-20 per cent. of the total value of 
imports ; Portugal, 1-92 per cent. ; Switzerland, 0-63 per cent. ; 
Spain, 0-13 per cent.; and Eire, 0-03 per cent. were the other 
European suppliers. 

Brazilian imports from Africa rose from 0-73 per cent. in 1942 
to 1-82 per cent. in 1943, of which South Africa supplied 1-20 
per cent. Asia supplied less than 1 per cent. of the total value 
of Brazilian purchases in 1943 as against 1-67 per cent. in 1942. 


British India 
CROP CONDITIONS AND WHOLESALE PRICES 


The Department of Commercial Intelligence and Statistics, 
Calcutta, reports as follows on the crops in India for the weeks 
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ended on the dates given :— 

Madras, 2nd December. The sowing of paddy and dry crops 
is proceeding. Crops are fair. 

Bihar, 12th December. Standing crops are fair and the 
sowing of rabiis being completed. The harvesting and threshing 
of Aghani paddy and the crushing of sugarcane continue. 

Orissa, 11th December. The harvesting of paddy and the 
sowing of wheat in Cuttack are progressing. The pressing of 
sugarcane is going on and standing crops are thriving. 

Punjab, 11th December. Crops are average to good except 
cotton in the Multan district, where it is below average. 

Bengal, 6th December. Prospects of standing crops are 
favourable. The harvesting of winter paddy and the sowing of 
rabi continue. 

Central Provinces and Berar, 8th December. ‘Rabi sowing is 
complete ; wheat is withering in the light soils at Jubbulpore 
and the threshing of paddy and cotton picking are going on. 
Crops are satisfactory. 

Assam, 18th December. Prospects of rabi are good except in 
the Cachar district. Outturn of paddy is fair. 


WHOLESALE PRICE INDEX 


The wholesale price index for November is 299, based on a 
standard of 100 in 1914. 


Cuba 


FOREIGN TRADE 1943-44 


The Canadian Trade Commissioner at Havana reports that 
exports in 1943 totalled in value 350,622,767 dollars as compared 
with 182,375,414 dols. in 1942,’an increase of 92 percent. Of the 
total exports in 1943, the United States took nearly 85 per cent., 
the other principal purchasers, in order of importance, by value, 
being the United Kingdom, Canada, Switzerland, Argentina, 
Spain and Mexico. 

Imports during 1943 amounted in value to 177,436,346 dols. 
(146,737,569 dols. in 1942), the United States supplying 78 per 
cent. of the total. The other principal suppliers, by value, were 
Argentina, Ecuador, Mexico, British India, the United King- 
dom, Chile, Dutch West Indies, Canada and Spain. 

Cuba’s purchases from Canada are shown as 1,736,526 dols. 
(1,311,813 dols. in 1942). Sales to Canada were valued at 
4,797,554 dols. (4,294,450 dols.). 

Of the total exports in 1943 valued at 350,622,767 dols., sugar 
and cane products represented 280,412,480 dols. and leaf and 
manufactured. tobacco accounted for 28,063,628 dols. 

Cuban exports during the period January-April 1944, were 
valued at 138,758,115 dols; exports for the corresponding 
period of 1943 amounted to 75,581,186 dols. Imports into Cuba 
during the first four months of 1944 and 1943 respectively were 
valued at 66,757,085 dols. and 64,366,299 dols. on a tonnage 
basis. Monthly exports from Cuba during 1944 have also been 
considerably heavier than in 1943. March 1944 export tonnage, 
for instance, was double that for March 1943, while April tonnage 
was three times that of the previous April. Sugar and molasses 
accounted for approximately 85 per cent. of export shipments 
during these months, chrome and manganese ores for 10 per 
cent. and sugar syrups, concentrates, tobacco and pineapples for 
the remainder. 


TOBACCO EXPORTS, 1943-44 


According to statistics released during the six month period 
January-June 1944, Cuba’s production of tobacco in 1943 
totalled 41,053,523 lbs. as compared with 50,675,457 lbs. in 1942, 
while exports were as follows :—

The average export price obtained for leaf tobacco during 1943 
was 66-22 dols. per 100 lbs., higher than at any time during the 
previous six years. The average export price for cigarettes, at 
3-55 dols. per 1,000, was also higher than at any time since 1937. 
The export price for cigars, however, averaged 82-59 dols. per 
1,000 as compared with 86-11 dols. in 1942 and 100-74 dols. in 
1939. 

Exports during the period of January-June 1944 were valued 
at 19,920,770 dols. as compared with 11,416,324 dols. in the 
corresponding period of 1943, an increase of 74 per cent. Mainly 
responsible for the rise in value was an increase in cigar exports 
of 286 per cent. Exports of tobacco in the leaf declined by 22 
per cent., but the quantity of cigarettes shipped abroad was 
doubled. 
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RECENT BUSINESS CONDITIONS 


Economic conditions in Cuba during the first half of 1944 
continued the favourable trend which was evident throughout 
1943, stimulated by the early grinding of one of the largest 
sugar crops in Cuba’s history (5 million long tons) states the 
Canadian Trade Commissioner at Havana. The “ zafra,’” or 
grinding season, began on 2nd January with 158 mills in opera- 
tion, and finished at the end of May. The money thus put into 
circulation was reflected in the maintenance of business activities 
at high levels. Strong local and overseas demand for leaf 
tobacco and tobacco products brought improved conditions to 
the tobacco industry, and there was a further expansion of the 
boom in building construction, both private and public, through- 
out the island. 

Unusually dry weather during the six-month period produced 
virtual drought conditions in many areas, and resulted in serious 
shortages of beef and dairy products. These in turn placed a 
heavy demand upon supplies of fish, poultry, pork and mutton, 
prices for which advanced appreciably. At one stage the milk 
scarcity was acute, while cheese and butter were obtainable in 
limited quantities only. 

An unfavourable development in the economic situation was 
the sharp increase in inflationary tendencies, marked by viola- 
tions of price ceilings and agitation for wage increases, much of 
which was successful. 

The 1944 Cuban sugar crop was officially fixed at a minimum 
of 4,827,396 short tons (including invert molasses), and it was 
generally estimated that at least 5,679,000 short tons (5 million 
Spanish tons) would be produced. As of Ist January 1944, the 
carryover of 1943 crop sugar in Cuba was 642,000 tons. 

Final figures relating to the sugar production of Cuba in 1944 
show that total production was 4,976,243 long Spanish tons 
(2,240 lbs.), of which 793,527 tons represented 219,008,201 
gallons of invert high-test molasses. 

Local sugar circles estimate that the 1945 crop will be at least 
half a million long tons less than the 1944 crop, due mainly to 
fertiliser shortage. 


Canada 


CONCENTRATED MILK 


Although the production of concentrated milk is less important 
than that of butter and cheese, the establishment. of conden- 
saries and dry-milk plants opened up an outlet for milk that has 
proved of great benefit to farmers in the areas served by these 
factories, states the Dominion Bureau of Statistics, Ottawa. 

The first condensary was built at Truro, Nova Scotia, in 1883, 
and the 1901 Census reported four condensariés in operation. 
The number increased to eleven in the course of the next ten 
years and 14 establishments were reported by 1915. In 1926 
there were 28 plants engaged in the production of condensed and 
evaporated milk and milk powder. The industry is now centred 
in Ontario, where the greatest volume of surplus milk is available 
and where 19 of the 26 plants now operating in Canada are 
located. In addition, about 64 plants, including a large number 
of creameries, use surplus milk in the making of powder, prin- 
cipally skim-milk powder and buttermilk powder. 

The three most important whole milk products are evaporated 
milk, condensed milk, and whole milk powder, and the quantities 
produced in 1943 were 168 million, 27 million, and 17 million lbs. 
respectively. Skim-milk powder is also made in considerable 
amounts, the 1943: returns showing an output of approximately 
23 million lbs. 

From 1918 to 1921 the shipments of condensed milk to the 
United States ranged from 15 million to 24 million lbs. From 
1919 to 1922 somewhat larger quantities were sent to the United 
Kingdom, the greatest quantity being 30 million Ibs. in the first 
of these years. Total exports in 1920 amounted to 54 million lbs., 
but shipments declined somewhat thereafter. Commencing 
with 1940 a notable increase took place, however, which must 
be credited to the wartime demand. 

Great Britain has been the leading market for evaporated 
milk. Heavy shipments were made to that market between 
1933 and 1936 and well over 20 million Ibs. in 1938. In 1940 
and 1941 large quantities were exported to the United Kingdom. 


Southern Rhodesia 


DAIRY PRODUCTION 


During the first nine months of the current year, 806,617 lbs. 
of butter-fat were purchased and 972,344 lbs. of butter manu- 
factured by creameries as against 869,037 lbs. of butter-fat pur- 
chased and 1,039,260 Ibs. of butter manufactured during the 
corresponding period of 1943, state the Economic and Statistical 
Bulletin of Southern Rhodesia issued by the Department of 
Statistics, Salisbury. 

During the first three quarters of this year 396,633 lbs. of 
cheese were manufactured by factories and farm dairies as 
against 410,444 lbs. manufactured during the period January- 
September 1943.
